Las Vegas, Nevada (AP)—Hand 
over hand 50 feet down a rope dan­ 
gling over the precipice that faces 
Black canyon—that's all In a day s 
work for the men engaged in the 
preliminary work of building Hoo­ 
ver dam. 
It’s the way the go to work and 
its the way they go home from 
work, for the point where they are 
engaged is in the middle of the cliff, 
some GO to 70 feet above the murky 
flow of the Colorado river. 
They are drilling and blasting out 
a niche where will be anchored one 
end of a large cable tramway reach­ 
ing across the big stream. 
Eleven Cable Train* 
A total of about ll of these cables 
will be installed between the bluff 
walls of Black canyon to furnish 
fast transportation from one side of 
the river to the other. The first is 
being cut less than a mile upstream 
from the actual dam site. 
A rope more than IOO feet long 
hangs from the cliff above. To get 
to the scene of their labors the Jack­ 
hammer men mast cross the river 
by bout, climb up tire cliff, then 
lower themselves over the precipice 
50 feet down the sheer rock walls 
At night they go down the rope 
to a waiting boat. 
A compressed air feed pipe line 
was stretched across the river from 
the more accessible rim (Mi the Ne­ 
vada side, where large compressors 
are run 
Precarious Business 
First a cable was strung across 
the 300-foot chasm, then the two- 
inch compressor air pipe was pushed 
across, section by section, by men 
hanging precariously to a slim cable 
suspended below the main cable, on 
wire loops 
Power thus reaches the jackham­ 
mers as holes are drilled in the 
“Eagles Nest" spot where the stout 
anchor for the tram cable will be 
imbedded 
At another point, some 50 feet 
above the water level. Jackhammer 
men are working in a man made 
grove about 200 feet long, chipping 
their way along the face of the cliff, 
cutting out a right of way for the 
railroad trains which will carry de­ 
bris from the dam site. 
At this outpost of the project the 
crew works in shifts continuously— 
day and night 
At still another sec­ 
tor. road c.ews are fighting their 
way along the rock walls, digging 
out a highway to connect Boulder 
City and the dam site 
Between the flow of the niche 
a tm! the ceiling a heavy bur is 
clamped in a vertical position 
On 
this there are two arm shaped bars, 
sturdily built, which support the 
heavy jackhammers. 
When the holes are completed, 
powder Is placed and the explosion 
which follows hips out huge sections 
oi rock 
Ail equipment must be ear­ 
ned out prior to the blast and then 
moved back afterward. 
In few instances in railroad con­ 
struction have there been so many 
perils and difficulties to be over­ 
come
